Validity of Poll Sustained 

The 409 total represents close 
to 56 per cent of the potential 
voters and the validity of the poll 
is sustained as this percentage is 
very close to the national average 
as predicted by political experts 
for the coming general election. 

Voting was supervised by the 
El Don staff and counting of the 
votes was in strict accord with 
rules and regulations concerning 
election count prescribed by state 
and federal leigslatures. 


Breakdown of Votes 

The breakdown of votes is as 
follows: DEWEY, Republican 
258; TR'UMAN, Democratic 117; 
WALLACE, Independent Pro- 
gressive 21; THOMAS, Socialist 
8; THURMOND, State’s Rights 2; 
and WATSON, Prohibition 1. 

Although the State’s Rights 
candidate, Thurmond, was not in- 
cluded on the ballot it is within 
the scope of election laws to ac- 
cept votes for write-in candidates. 

Percentages of the votes for the 
various candidates were on the 
whole close to the national aver- 
age and Truman’s vote was some- 
what less than the national aver- 
age. The Wallace vote was as ex- 
pected. 

The percentages are as follows: 
Dewey 63 per cent, Truman 29 
per cent, Wallace 5 per cent, 
Thomas 2 per cent, Thurmond, .5 
per cent, and Watson .25 per cent. 


Tradition Does Not Count 

In a traditional Republican 
county such as Orange county this 
poll may be passed off as not 
representing individual thoughts 
on this political issue. Norman 
Thomas, himself a presidential 
candidate, has gone on record as 
saying that Dewey is the winning 
candidate and the Roper and Gal- 
lup polls indicate that this is true. 

The editor of El Don indicated 
that although it would be too 
much to say that as Santa Ana 
goes, so goes the nation, he be- 
lieves this poll is a true predic- 
tion of the coming election. ‘

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Eyes Are F ocused On Election

This year’s national election will 
be one of the greatest .in history, 
with possibly the largest turn out 
of voters in many years. In this 
election neither party is assured 
a landslide vote, and the Republi- 
can party has.a good chance of 
occupying the White House. In 
past elections the population has 
been divided into several influen- 
cial groups: farmers, union men, 
business men, the southern states, 
and racial minority groups. But 
this year the vote is so divided 
that it is very difficult to find the 
balance of power. 


Truman and the Democrats will 
get most of the labor vote because 
of the Republican-sponsored Taft- 
Hartley act. However, Dewey’s 
past progressive labor measures in 
the state of New York may get 
considerable notice. One of the 
threats to the Democratic dynasty 
will be the dixiecrat ‘solid south” 
party. Nevertheless, Truman 
should get 70 to 80 per cent of 
the southern vote according to ob- 
servers. 

Earl Warren, Dewey’s running 
mate, is said to have several ace 
cards still up his sleeves for West- 
ern votes. It is doubtful that the 
Democrats will carry New York. 


Henry Wallace may make little 
his 
‘peace platform.” The third party 


showing despite 


may pick up a few representatives 
in some districts but the best 
Wallace can hope for is for some 
of his ideas to be incorporated by 
other parties. 

If the south goes solid demo- 
cratic, and organized labor gets 
out the vote, Truman has a good 
chance of remaining in office. But 
if any of these groups split too 
badly Governor Dewey will be 
President Dewey. 

The race for the Senate control 
will be pretty close as it looks 
now, and if the people of America 
do choose a Republican president 
the functions of government 
would operate more smoothly with 
a Republican senate since this 
body ratifies many important ap- 
pointments. There would most 
certainly be new appointments. 

As thinking students and vet- 
erans, we are all intensely interest- 
ed in these events which are shap- 
ing our futures for us. We are in- 
terested in the government’s edu- 
cational aid program, a real hous- 
ing program for veterans at low

Surveying Class Starts Activities 
For This Year’s Field Excursions 


Under the tutoring of Harold 
A. Moomaw, the surveying class 
this year has planned many field 
trips in which they will work on 
worthwhile projects such as the 
laying out of the college football 
field. They also expect to do much 
of the surveying work on the new 
college track that is yet to be con- 
structed. 

Surveying meets twice weekly 
and has one field trip per week. 
Students in this class collect three 
units for their efforts, unless they 
get the wrong wires crossed. Many 
of the field trips are directed in 
the area of Orange county park 
with the members of the class fur- 
nishing the cars for transporta- 
tion. In the first outings, usually 
close to the campus, the survey- 
ing hopefuls do only elementary 
chaining. 

By the end of the first semester, 
they have done all the work neces- 
sary for the construction of a 
highway, including location, pro- 
file, of the center line, and setting 
slope stakes. By the second semes- 
ter they are making actual con- 
ture maps. 

The SAC surveying department 
is one of which we may all be 
proud. The equipment for this 
course includes four levels valued 
at about $300 dollars apiece, four 
alidate plane table sets for map- 
ping, valued at $300 each, and five 
transets worth well over $400 
each. It was explained by Moomaw 
that the surveying equipment at 
Santa Ana College surpasses that 
used by many larger universities 
for their lower division instruc- 
tion.
